Worse 


Than 


First Estimates 


‘Paphos, Oct. 20. 


Six out of every seven buildings in the town 
and 135 villages in the district of Paphos are now 
estimated to he damaged or destroyed as q result 
of the recent Cyprus earthquakes. 

An ois epare puts the number of such 

au 


buildings at a 


12,000. 


There are just over 


14,000 buildings in Paphos town and district. 


As village after village in 
the quake-stricken arca ls gus 
veyed by officials, the cight- 
secund tremor's toll of dwellings 
mounts dally’ to a total several 
times the original estimate, 


Many of these villages are 
tucked away in isolated parts 
of wild, mountainous country, 
aceessible only after miles of 


travel along twisting tracks and] * 


Uzard-strewn Janes, through a 
succession of urid valleys and 
sloping vineyards, 

The trail of destruction begins 
on the coast 15 miles cast of 
Paphos, soon after the tradi- 
tlonal birthplace of Aphredite, 
which js reached eftcr a succes- 
sion of 95 twists and hairpin 
bends in a stretch of four miles. 

It then stretches © north and 
west, evortually forming on 
Srregular parallelogram of 384 
square miles of the most in- 
accessible and diMcult, yet 50 
far the most peaceful ‘and un- 
spollt, countryside im Cyprus. 

The number of earthquake 
easunltics, comprising 40 dead 
and over 100 seriously injured, 
could hardly be taken as In- 
dicating tre extent of the 
tragedy. In Cyprus_ villages, 
the-loss of a- home Is a crip- 
pling blow—and 33,000 people 
have lost tiem now, 


ABNORMAL SUNSETS 


In addition, three vital in- 
stitutions — church, school, an<d 
coffee-shop — are among the 
battered buildings: in dozers of 
villnges. 

Many of the survivors, old and 
young, now Ilving in tents or 
sili in tho open, noticed a 
series of “abnormal sunsets" for 
a fortnight before the carth- 
quake on September 10. 

“The Western sky was fear- 
fully red, an angry crimson 
which ‘went on glowing o full 
hour after the sun hid actually 
set,” they said, 

“On the day of tho main 
‘shocks, and on successive morn- 
ings afterwards when the 
tremors were repeated, tho 
ccuntryside. was .efien under 
the shadow of low, black cloud; 
the birds were silent; the dogs 
were heard howling a fow 
minutes before the shocks came.” 

On several occasions when 
earthquakes were felt in day- 
Ume, they were preetded or 
accompented by "ao thunder- 
like ae plosion from a cloudless 
sky.”
